There  being  a  quorum,  the  Commission  proceeded  to  its  formal  business. 

President  Swig  introduced  a  series  of  topical  matters  regarding  programs  and  projects 
of  the  Commission  that  were  thoroughly  discussed  as  follows: 

1.  Regarding  a  format  for  funding  for  FY  83-84/84-85,  President  Swig  underscored 
the  ongoing  need  to  develop  a  package  that  will  reflect  the  summary  fiscal  needs 
for  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.   To  this  end,  the  President  encouraged  a  series 
of  meetings  that  might  include  representatives  from  the  private  sector,  the 
Business  Committee  for  the  Arts  Festival,  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium,  and 
Art  Commissioners  on  Committees  with  revenue  projects. 

2.  N.A.P.  Director  Alfonso  Maciel  reported  that  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and 
the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium  will  be  submitting  a  joint  grant  proposal  to 
the  California  Arts  Council.   This  "joint  proposal"  encompasses  a  joint  budget 
covering  the  salaries  of  the  building  directors  and  managers  at  the  Community 
Cultural  Centers  and  of  the  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium. 

3.  President  Swig  reiterated  that  Mr.  William  Bennett,  Director  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities,  will  be  paying  a  visit  to  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center  on  8  March  1983  at  4:00  p.m.   A  formal  presentation  will  be  made  to  Mr. 
Bennett  on  the  accomplishments  and  current  projects  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Program.   The  President  asked  that  a  packet  be  prepared  for  Mr.  Bennett  contain- 
ing materials  on  all  programs  and  projects  of  the  Art  Commission.   Mrs.  Swig 
further  encouraged  attendance  at  the  gathering  by  as  many  Commissioners  and  staff 
as  possible.   At  the  request  of  S/LPP  Coordinator,  members  of  the  State/Local 
Partnership  Program  Advisory  Committee  were  given  leave  to  attend  the  gathering. 

4.  Director  Ellison-Wong  reported  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  is  under  a 
mandate  to  convert  the  bulk  of  the  City's  temporary  employees  to  permanent 
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status  by  December  of  1984.   This  will  be  accomplished  by  the  use  of  existing 
mechanisms  (i.e.,  examination  schedules,  "bumping,"  and  recourse  to  "near  lists"). 
The  Director  indicated  that  the  situation  will  have  drastic  effects  on  the 
Commission's  staff — virtually  all  of  whom  are  temporary, — and  she  is  seeking  to 
meet  with  staff  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  work  the  matter  through. 
President  Swig  suggested  that  other  City  agencies  be  checked  with  regarding  how 
they  are  dealing  with  the  situation. 

5.  N.A.P.  Director  Alfonso  Maciel  reported  that,  with  minor  modifications,  renovation 
work  has  actually  commenced  at  the  Cultural  Centers.   One  major  modification — the 
installation  of  a  public-use  elevator  near  the  entrance  to  the  Mission  Cultural 
Center  to  meet  requirements  for  the  handicapped — is  currently  being  studied. 

6.  Again  with  regard  to  the  coordination  of  funding  for  the  arts  in  San  Francisco, 
Finance  Committee  Chairperson  Jacqueline  Nemerovski  suggested  that  Virginia 
Hubbell,  fund-raising  consultant  for  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium,  be 
encouraged  to  pull  into  her  proposal  package  all  of  the  Commission's  fiscally 
needy  programs  and  projects.   The  final  document  could  be  titled  "Art  Commission 
Proposals"  and  individual  projects/programs  could  be  highlighted  relative  to 
funding  source. 

7.  Visual  Arts  Committee  Chairman  Robert  La  Rocca  reported  that  the  $20,000.00 
grant  from  the  Herbst  Foundation  has  been  received  for  the  renovation  of  the 
Municipal  Art  Gallery  and  that  an  additional  $13,000.00  has  been  set  aside 
for  roof  repair  and  sand-blasting  of  the  ceiling  of  the  Gallery.   Commissioner 

La  Rocca  also  reported  that  Sergio  Nibbi,  who  will  be  overseeing  the  installation 
of  the  handicapped  ramp  at  City  Hall,  has  generously  volunteered  to  serve  as 
general  contractor  for  the  renovation  of  the  Gallery. 

8.  Visual  Arts  Coordinator  Lyn  Freeman  presented  a  written  report  on  the  status  of 
of  the  Municipal  Art  Gallery  project  and  indicated  that  the  current  projected 
opening  date  is  20  June  1983.   Ms.  Freeman  further  reported  that  work  on  the 
sculpture  garden  adjacent  to  the  Gallery  is  proceeding  ahead  with  the  generous 
assistance  of  Commissioner  La  Rocca  and  his  landscape  architectural  firm. 

9.  Annual  Arts  Festival  Director  Helaine  Fortgang  reported  that  all  phases  of  the 
project  are  moving  along  well  and  that  a  glittering  preview  party  is  slated  to 
take  place  on  the  evening  of  23  June  1983. 

10.  State/Local  Partnership  Program  Coordinator  Kathryn  Reasoner  reported  that  the 
31  March  1983  deadline  for  the  California  Arts  Council  has  been  met,  that  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Resources  Directory  is  done,  and  that  the  Program's  Advisory 
Committee  is  planning  a  "retreat"  during  the  last  week  of  April  1983. 

11.  President  Swig  and  several  of  the  Commissioners  spoke  to  the  apparent  success 
in  using  the  City  Attorney's  computer/word-processor  in  producing  the  Arts 
Resources  Directory  and  asked  that  further  uses  of  such  equipment  for  other 
activities  of  the  Commission  be  explored  with  an  eye  toward  soliciting  a 
donation  of  a  small  business  computer/word  processor  to  the  Commission.

A  special  ROUNDTABLE  VII  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission  was  held  on 
Thursday,  28  April  1983,  in  the  Board  Room  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern 
Art.   President  Swig  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:52  p.m.

The  topic  for  discussion  at  this  special  meeting  was  planning  for  consolidated 
fund-raising  for  all  Art  Commission  programs   and  the  relationship  of  Friends 
of  the  Arts  to  this  concerted  endeavor.   The  meeting  was  well  attended  by  officers 
and  staff  of  Friends  of  the  Arts,  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  the  Neighborhood 
Arts  Consortium,  the  various  "Friends"  groups,  and  the  Commission's  Art  Enrichment 
Program  §  Annual  Arts  Festival . 

President  Swig  chaired  the  discussion  which  touched  upon  the  following  points: 

The  President  made  it  known  that  she  had  passed  on  to  Alfonso  Maciel,  Director 
of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  a  model  for  fund-raising  used  by  the  Jewish 
Community  Federation  that  might  be  revamped  to  the  purposes  of  the  arts  com- 
munity in  San  Francisco. 

The  current  intent  of  the  Art  Commission  regarding  fund-raising  is  to  streamline 
planning  and  communications  with  an  eye  toward  raising  monies  in  a  unified  and 
consolidated  manner. 

President  Swig  noted  that  the  above-referred  model  is  not  innovative  but  is  "tried 

and  true"  and  has  helped  the  Jewish  Community  Federation  raise  millions  of 

dollars  through  the  unification  of  the  various  projects  it  represents  under  one 
fiscal  umbrella. 

The  President  foresees  Friends  of  the  Arts  acting  as  a  fiscal  agent  for  this 
concerted  fund-raising  model  —  "doing  business  as"  Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission 
of  San  Francisco. 
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Alluding  to  the  potential  for  success  in  the  Commission's  engaging  in  fund-raising 
under  a  new  unified  logo,  Commissioner  La  Rocca  spoke  to  the  forcefulness  of 
Friends  of  the  Library  and  Friends  of  Rec  §  Park  in  raising  monies  for  its  projects. 

President  Swig  noted  that  the  target  for  effecting  the  new  fund-raising  model 
would  be  FY  1984-85  which  would  leave  plenty  of  time  to  work  out  the  nitty-gritty 
details  of  formulating  a  committee  structure  to  oversee  the  re-granting  mechanism. 

The  President  further  noted  that  the  formulation  of  a  consistent  re-granting 
mechanism  would  be  very  timely  in  fulfilling  up-coming  requirements  of  the  California 
Arts  Council  for  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program. 

President  Swig  envisions  that  Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission  of  San  Francisco — 
through  its  Application/Distribution  Committee — will  coordinate  all  fund-raising 
for  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium,  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program,  the 
Municipal  Art  Gallery,  the  Annual  Arts  Festival,  and  the  Art  Enrichment  Program. 

The  referred  Committee  will  initially  develop  a  comprehensive  presentation  package 
of  all  Commission  programs  to  be  funded  that  will  subsequently  be  used  to  solicit 
funding  from  the  government  sector,  corporate  sponsorship,  and  private  subscrip- 
tion. 

Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission,  serving  as  fiscal  agent,  will  pass  through  specified 
grants  and  will  make  recommendations  to  the  Arts  Commission  for  the  distribution 
of  unspecified  monies. 

After  appropriate  testimony  and  review,  the  Arts  Commission  will  give  final  approval 
to  all  applications  and  distributions. 

In  conjunction  with  the  expressed  desire  of  the  foundations  to  fund  community-based 
endeavors,  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium  and  the  various  "Friends"  groups  will 
continue  fund-raising  from  the  foundations — using  Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission 
(as  appropriate)  as  fiscal  agent. 

The  Neighborhood  Arts  Consortium  will  also  continue  independent  fund-raising  for 
special  programs  from  sources  other  than  those  being  focused  on  by  Friends  of  the 
Arts  Commission. 

President  Swig  indicated  that — for  purposes  of  democracy  and  stability — membership 
on  the  Application/Distribution  Committee  ought  to  be  as  broad-based  as  possible 
and  that  delegates  to  the  Committee  be  chosen  relative  to  their  ability  to  make 
a  two-year  commitment  to  participation  in  the  process. 

The  President  suggested  that  further  meetings  take  place  to  discuss  the  new  fund- 
raising  proposal  and  she  expressed  her  appreciation  for  the  spirit  of 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  involved. 

President  Swig  set  the  next  special  ROUNDTABLE  VIII  meeting  for  19  May  1983.

Special  Report/Consultant's  Presentation  on  Commission's  New  Image: 

President  Swig  introduced  Mr.  Jack  Pollard  of  S  §  0  Associates,  a  consulting  firm 
in  the  City  that  has  very  generously  volunteered  over  $40,000.00  worth  of  in-kind 
services  toward  re-thinking  the  Art  Commission's  present  image  and  designing  a  new 
logo  for  the  Commission  that  should  give  it  a  unified  and  highly- identifiable 
presence  through  its  various  programs  and  projects. 

Through  the  use  of  slides  and  other  visual  aids,  Mr.  Pollard  presented  the  new  logo 
and  outlined  the  manner  in  which  his  firm  arrived  at  this  particular  identifier  (a 
facisimile  of  which  is  attached  to  these  minutes) . 

Initially,  S  5  0  analysed  the  Commission's  present  public  image  vis  a  vis  the  various 
impact  audience  groups  which  it  serves — and,  further,  it  studied  how  the  Commission 
plans  to  operate  in  the  future,  particularly  with  regard  to  elements  for  implementing 
its  multiple  programs  and  projects.   It  immediately  became  apparent  that  the  diversity 
of  the  Commission's  activities  dictated  that  the  designation  "Art"  should  be  changed 
to  "Arts"  to  reflect  the  inherent  plurality  represented  by  the  Commission.   It  was 
also  felt  that  the  principal  activity  of  the  Commission — "The  Arts" — should  be  high- 
lighted in  the  new  logo  as  the  symbo/workmark.   Thus,  as  the  attached  facsimile 
illustrates,  one  sequentially  perceives  in  the  new  logo  "THE  ARTS,"  "THE  ARTS  Commission. 
"THE  ARTS  Commission  of  San  Francisco" — unified  in  a  shape  orientation  that  keeps  one's 
focus  on  "THE  ARTS." 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  enquired  pro  forma  whether  there  were  any  legal  problems  in 
changing  "art"  to  "arts"  and  deleting  from  the  new  identifier  "City  §  County  of.  ..."

DISCUSSION    Pops  Concerts/1983:   Director  Ellison-Wong  informed  the  Commissioners 

that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  opening 
night  of  the  Pops  to  make  Maestro  Edo  deWaart  an  Honorary  Fire  Chief  and  to  use 
antique  fire  engines  in  the  gala  kickoff  outside  the  Civic  Auditorium. 

Commissioner  Goerner  reported  that  underwriting  arrangements  are  not  likely  for  this 
year's  Pops  but  that  the  notion  is  being  very  actively  explored  for  the  1984  season. 
The  Commissioner  went  on  to  report  that  a  very  good  spirit  of  cooperation  permeates 
the  Music  Committee's  working  relations  with  the  Symphony  and  that  discussions  con- 
tinue to  work  out  the  nitty-gritty  logistics  involved  in  producing  this  year's  Pops.

Festival  Director  Helaine  Fortgang  made  a  succinct  report 
to  the  Commissioners  that  touched  upon  the  following:

Arts  §  Leisure  magazine  is  underwriting  the  Festival  catalogue;

Artist  John  Wehrle  will  be  doing  a  portable  mural  during  the  Festival; 

Barring  any  previous  commitments,  the  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center  will  volunteer 
the  use  of  its  roof-top  billboard  to  advertise  the  Festival; 

Cash  contributions  continue  to  flow  in  slowly; 

The  Festival  holds  executive  meetings  every  Wednesday  morning — to  which  all  Com- 
missioners are  invited. 

Financial  Planning:   President  Swig  introduced  Mr.  Loren  Basch,   Campaign  Manager  for 

the  Jewish  Community  Federation — a  fund-raising  orgainization 
that  raised  some  $16  million  for  60  non-profit  organizations  during  the  last  year. 

Mr.  Basch  outlined  the  advantages  of  fund-raising  under  an  umbrella  organization  that 
develops  a  holistic  planning  strategy  and  an  equitable  allocation  process.   (As 
applied  to  the  particular  needs  of  the  Arts  Commission  and  its  affiliate  organizations, 
this  "Consolidated  Financial  Planning  Process"  is  incorporated  as  Attachment  A  to  these 
minutes.) 

Mr.  Basch  went  on  to  indicate  that  the  immediate  net  effect  of  consolidated  financial 
planning  would  be: 

1.  the  avoidance  of  everyone  doing  everything; 

2.  the  concerted  bringing  together  of  needy  organizations  with  appropriate  funding 
sources; 

3.  the  creation  of  a  power-base  for  future  fund-raising  campaigns;  and,  most  importantly 

4.  the  underscoring  of  cooperative  efforts  on  the  part  of  San  Francisco  arts 
organizations  in  their  fund-raising  endeavors. 

Mr.  Basch  concluded  by  noting  that  all  elements  appear  to  be  in  place  for  the  Commis- 
sion to  effect  the  consolidated  financial  planning  model.  All  that  is  needed  is  a 
change  in  attitude. 

Ms.  Katie  Banks,  President  of  Friends  of  the  Arts,  stated  that  the  proposal  would  require 
the  Friends  to  broaden  its  purposes  through  by-laws  changes  in  order  to  consider: 

1.  allowing  representatives  of  the  various  groups  to  be  funded  through  consolidated 
financial  planning  to  sit  on  the  Board  of  the  Friends  of  the  Arts;  and 

2.  allowing  Friends  of  the  Arts  to  do  business  as  "Friends  of  the  Arts  Commission  of 
San  Francisco" — thereby  effectively  serving  as  fiscal  agent  under  the  consolidated 
planning  and  allocation  process. 

Mr.  Alfonso  Maciel,  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program,  noted  that  the  Commis- 
sion and  the  non-profit  arts  organizations  have  been  told  by  the  private  funding 
sector  that  they  must  begin  developing  a  consolidated  planning/allocation  mechanism. 
Mr.  Maciel  underscored  the  advantages  of  concerted  planning  in  fund-raising  and  he 
committed  himself  to  lobbying  for  the  "Consolidated  Financial  Planning  Process"  amongst 
the  various  community  arts  groups  it  will  benefit. 
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President  Swig  concluded  discussion  on  this  matter  by  thanking  Mr.  Basch  for 
generously  sharing  his  time  and  professsional  expertise  and  by  exhorting  the 
community  arts  organizations  to  take  a  hard  look  at  the  "Consolidated  Financial 
Planning  Process"  for  purposes  of  very  imminent  adoption.

A  special   ROUNDTABLE  IX  Meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission 
was  held  on  Thursday,   28  July  1983,  at  the  Mexican  Museum  in  the 
Conference  Room.     The  meeting  was  held  to  evaluate  the  1983 
San  Francisco  Arts  Festival.     The  Director  of  the  Festival,  Ms. 
Helaine  Fortgang,   called  the  meeting  to  order  at  3:15  p.m.

Helaine  thanked  everyone  for  coming  to  the  ROUNDTABLE.     She 
also  stated  that  the  meeting's  direction  was  to  review  the 
Festival   as  a  blue  print  for  future  festivals. 

Helaine  indicated  that  the  individuals  were  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Festival.     Each  one  has  been  asked 
to  submit  a  written  report  of  their  committee  and  this  report 
will   be  attached  to  the  Director's  report  upon  submission. 

II  MEETING  FORMAT: 


Each  person  was  asked  to  express  their  feelings  about  the 
1983  Festival  and  comments  were  accepted  upon  completion  of 
the  oral  statements. 

A.  Bonnie  Grossman  of  "Eat  Your  Art  Out"  stated  that  her 

reservations  about  the  festival  centered  around  a  belief 
that  something  should  have  been  going  on  in  each  booth

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the  entire  time  of  the  festival   or  hours  could  have  been  adjusted  to  provide 

that  someone  be  in  the  booth  at  all    times.     These  comments  are  based  on  the 

observation  that  when  something  was  going  on  in  the  booth,  people  stopped 

but  when  no  demonstration  was  going  on,     people  tended  to  pass  the  booth  without 

looking  inside. 

Further,  she  would  like  to  see  overall    refinement  in  terms  of  the  kinds  of 

things  the  festival    presented  and  have  the  festival   perceived  as  a  Fine  Arts 

Festival  which   in  a  way  may  exclude  something  like  Eat  Your  Art  Out. 

AN  ASIDE  --       She  expressed  concern  over  the  ART  IN  THE  PARK  private  enterprise; 
however,   discussion  on  this   issue  was   tabled  to  a  later  date  and  time. 

B.  JoAnne  Driscoll   of  Public  Relations   felt  that  there  were  three  difficulties 
that  the  Art  Festival    Public  Relations  had  to  overcome:     These  were: 

1.  Change  of  location  three  times  in  three  years 

2.  Change  of  dates   three  times   in  three  years 

3.  Confusion  within  the  media  of  the  Festival's  character  and 
distinction  from  the  Summer  Festival   and  the  Fair  and  Exhibition. 

JoAnne  feels  that  it  will   take  some  time  to  distinguish  this  festival    in  the 
media,  and  among  the  public.      In  promoting  the  festival,   she  feels  that  the 
festival's  identity  is  part  and  parcel   of  the  Exhibition  Element.    If  the 
exhibition  portion  is  lost,   the  whole  identity  of  the  festival  would  be  too. 
Further,  JoAnne  found  that  the  Art  Commission  needed  to  improve  its  Public 
Relations  with  the  Media.     There  were  some  feelings  among  the  press  that  the 
Commission  was  not  representing  the  city  artists  and  this  should  be  cleared 
up  as  an  issue. 

Time  was  also  a  big  factor  to  consider  in  the  future.     She  issued  three  (3) 
Public  Service  Announcements  with  six  weeks  and  ten  (10)   press  releases.     She 
thinks  those  releases  should  have  been  out  three  months  before  the  festival   and 
the  last  two   (2)   months  before  the  event  should  have  been  devoted  exclusively  to 
media  contacts. 

Finally,  she  expressed  gratitude  to  Commissioner  Swig  for  calling  some  media 
contacts  and  giving  the  public  relations  effort  the  welcomed  assistance. 

C.  Pamela  Dal  ton  of  the  Exhibition  Committee  relayed  the  following  approx.   figures 

1.  800  artists  entered  the  Exhibition  in  a  two  day  period. 

2.  1400  works  were  received  and  stored  in  the  back  of  Pier  2,  which 
is  about  8,000  square  feet.   (They  needed  12,000  square  feet.) 

3.  They  received  approx.   $10,000,  maybe  more  in  entry  fees. 

4.  7  jurors,  assisted  by  15  volunteers, chose  215  works  by  150  artists. 

5.  Exhibition  received  1100  man  hours  from  an  overall   total   of  30  people 
who  gave  at  least  one  day's  work  on  the  Exhibition.     The  majority  of 
those  man  hours  came  from  about  5  people;   probably  400  of  those 
hours  were  hers  on  the  exhibition  alone,   not  including  any  other 
work  she  did  on  other  parts  of  the  festival. 

6.  They  needed  $2,000,   to  put  on  the  exhibition.     $1,500  of  that  was 
donated  in  materials  and  truck  time,  etc.     They     probably  spent  about 
$500  on  non- donated  materials. 

Problems:       Too  much  work,   in  too  little  space  for  too  few  workers.     The  space 
could  not  have  been  changed,   but  the  hours  for  delivering  the  work 
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could  have  been  made  more  convenient.     The  hours  should  have  been  extended  on 
the  week-end  or  in  the  evening  and  this  would  have  put  less  stress  on  the 
artists  and  the  volunteers.     The  plans  were  made  before  she  began  working 
on  the  exhibition.     Further,   the  "L"  Shape  Requirements  were  dangerous. 

D.  Jill    Rosoff  of  Liason  to  Fort  Mason  Committee.     She  spent  a  great  deal   of 
her  time  in  the  office  and  she  felt  it  was   understaffed.     For  the  most  part, 
there  was  little  continuity  because  the  volunteers  were  coming  and  going 
without  guidance.     There  needed  to  be  at  least  one  regular  staff  person,   i.e. 
a  secretary  to  do  filing  and  typing.     More  telephones  would  have  helped.     One 
might  want  to  consider  a  larger  staff  budget.     She  spent  a  lot  of  her  time 
volunteering  in  the  office. 

E.  Donna  Casey  of  Preview  Party  Committee.     She  felt  that  the  festival  was 
a  marvelous  success.     Noting,   the  three  elements  of  the  festival  were  love, 
time,   and  money.     She  feels   that  next  year  the  Preview  party  should  be  considered 
the  opening  of  the  festival.     The  Fairmont  Hotel   and  other  hotels  are  excited 
about  it  and  they  have  signed  up  already  to  come  back.     Also,  other  participants 
want  to  come  back  next  time. 

The  time  was  a  major  constraint.     From  April    to  June  was   really  too  short.     They 
had  only  ten  days   to  put  the  invitations  out.     She  would  like  to  see  that  time 
to  be  three  weeks.     She  relied  a  lot  on  the  Senior  Citizens  Volunteer  Program. 
They  assisted  with  invaluable  time  and  energy.     Money  was  a  big  constraint. 
They  made  $4,000.00  for  the  evening  but  with  more  time  they  could  have  made 
more  money.     She  had  a  good  time  and  would  like  to  do  it  again. 

F.  Pat  Okamoto  of  the  Cultural    Expressions  Committee.     The  project  came 
together  quickly.     She  felt  the  exhibit  was  a  big  success  and  all    the  artists 
want  to  return  next  year. 

G.  Alice  Thibeau  &  Kathy  Brew  of  Film/Video  Committee.     Alice  would  like  to 
clear  up  the  idea  behind  the  Festival.     She  would  like  to  see  less   Festival 
and  more  fine  arts.     Kathy  would  also  like  to  clarify  whether  or  not  film 
and  video  are  art?     Because  if  it  is   to  continue,   it  has  to  have  the  same 
recognition  as  the  other  art  forms,  i.e.   Juried  Exhibition.     Kathy  also  felt 
that  the  Commission  should  recognize  community  artists  in  the  Festival   and 
not  just  traditional   artists. 

H.     Jerry  Watson     felt  that  more  time,   people  and  telephones  were  needed 
and  to  begin  the  program  catalogue  sooner.     She  also  felt  that  the  festival 
should  be  defined  as  either  fine  arts  or  festival.     Also,   her  suggestion  was 
that  the  program  be  printed  earlier  than  a  week  before  and  the  featured 
artists  lists  could  be  handed  out  at  the  door  so  one  would  not  have  to  wait 
to  publish  the  program.     Another  suggestion  was   to  have  the  winning  art  exhibit 
go  on  to  a  museum  in  the  city.     This  would  be  great  promotion  for  the  artists, 
the  festival   and  Commission. 
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I     Jane  Staurtz  in  charge  of  Docent  Program  Committee.  She  felt  that  the 
docents  enjoyed  their  training  but  should  have  been  used  as  volunteers 
also. 

DISCUSSION; 

After  initial  reviews  were  given  by  the  committees,  the  Art  Commissioners 
engaged  in  discussions  with  the  members  and  the  following  suggestions  were 
made: 

1-  Shuttle  buses  may  be  feasible  to  have  if  the  festival  is  to  continue 
at  Fort  Mason. 

2-  To  define  "fine  art"  will  be  difficult. 

3-  Format  for  awards  needs  to  be  explained  (  procedure  for  selection  must 
be  more  clearly  defined.) 

4-  Honor  awards  should  be  given  at  Preview  Party 

5-  Exhibition-  250  works  of  art  are  too  few.  Need  to  solicit  art  from 
organizations  which  have  their  own  juried  selections  and  galleries. 

6-  Conditions  that  were  unfriendly  for  delivering  art  can  be  avoided 
by  including  artists  in  planning. 

7-  Issue  of  entry  fees  for  artists  is  hard  to  justify. 

8-  Commissioners  should  be  more  involved  in  the  festival  and  have  some  media 
people  as  jurors. 

9-  Art  Commission  should  be  a  catalyst  for  forming  Bay  Area  type  critic 
roundtable 

10-  Funding:  Think  big  solicit  more  funds  and  wider  publicity 

11-  booth  space  could  raise  price 

12-  Arts  Festival  should  propose  a  contingency  budget  to  new  fundraising 
committee

PRESIDENT'S  President  Swig  discussed  the  following  subjects,  and 

administrative  actions  were  suggested  (where  appropriate) 


REPORT 


Subjects: 

President  Swig  related  that  while  in 
Colorado  on  vacation,  she  attended  the 
Aspen  Crafts  Conference.   Each  day  a 
video  work  on  the  Robert  Arneson  "Moscone 
Bust"  was  shown  featuring  Henry  Hopkins, 
of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art, 
and  Aldo  Ray  introducing  the  artist  and 
talking  to  the  conference  delegates. 
There  was  no  representation  from  the  side 
of  the  Commission,  so  she  felt  called 
upon  to  explain  that  the  Commission  had 
in  the  main  enjoyed/accepted  the  bust, 
but  that  the  pedestal  had  caused  the 
controversy.   Publicity  had  escalated 
making  it  impossible  to  resolve  the 
situation. 


Adminstrative  Directives: 
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DIRECTOR' S  Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  following  subjects: 
REPORT 

Subjects 

Grants   Director  Isaacs  held  negotiations  with  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  Expansion  Arts  to  transfer  the  conditionally  awarded  grant  from  a 
"Treasury  Grant"  funding  base,  (requiring  a  3:1  match  of  new  private 
funds),  to  a  "Program  Grant"  funding  base  (requiring  a  1:1  match). 
In  past  years  the  match  required  for  the  Treasury  Grant  program  was 
only  1:1,  and  municipal  funds  were  allowed  as  match.   The  awardee 
applied  for  twice  the  funds  actually  to  be  awarded  by  the  NEA,   and 
matching  funds  were  donated  to  the  federal  government  earmarked  for 
the  local  grant.   Thus,  the  1984  grant  was  written  for  $100,000 
with  an  expectation  of  $50,000  in  award  to  be  matched  by  $50,000 
from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund. 

However,  rules  have  been  changed.   The  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
would  now  be  required  to  match  the  full  $100,000  with  an  additional 
$300,000  in  private,  new  monies  and  to  show  these  monies  having 
been  received  before  the  grant  could  be  received  in  October.   Since 
raising  $300,000  is  an  unfeasibly  large  step  in  so  short  a  time, 
the  Director  has  requested  the  change  to  the  Program  Grant  method 
of  funding.   As  the  combined  NAP  resources  have  already  raised 
$75,000  in  private  funds,  the  Program  Grant  request  is  for  an  NEA 
match  of  $75,000.   This  would  essentially  lower  the  amount  from 
the  original  Treasury  Grant  award,  but  would  raise  actual  funds 
granted  from  $50,000  to  $75,000  for  1983/84. 

Jill  Manton  has  been  asked  to  develop  a  grant  application  to  the 
NEA  Museums  Program  for  Conservation  Planning  for  the  city's  art 
collection.   She  has  consulted  with  Jim  Bernstein  at  the  S.F. 
Museum  of  Mordern  Art  Conservation  Lab. 

Airports  Successful  meeting  were  held  with  the  Airports  Director  Lew 

Turpen  and  with  Airports  staff  regarding  administrative  procedures 
to  be  followed  in  the  Art  Enrichment  program  for  the  South  Terminal. 
The  basic  concept  is  to  separate  the  policy  making  functions  of  the 
Joint  Committee  of  Commissioners  from  the  procedural  functions 
of  the  respective  staffs.   The  procedures  indicate  the  contact 
persons  at  the  Airport  and  they  are  expected  to  provide  efficient 
communication . 

Personnel   The  classification  of  the  Director  of  Street  Artists  as  a 

Management  Assistant  is  being  reviewed  by  the  Director  of  Personnel, 
Mr.  John  Walsh,  to  determine  whether  the  position  is  indeed  a 
management  assistant  or  requires  special  conditions  of  empolyment 
attached  to  the  position  description. 

The  position  of  Accountant  is  as  yet  unfilled  as  the  list  is 
nearly  exhausted.   The  same  is  true  for  the  Clerk  position  newly 
budgetted.   Upon  exhaustion  of  the  lists,  if  necessary,  outside 
temporary  help  will  be  recruited  until  new  lists  are  available 
from  Civil  Service. 

The  Recording  Secretary,  Peter  Fries,  absent  today,  will  be  absent 
for  three  weeks  on  medical  leave,  starting  20  September  1983. 
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Discussion  Commissioner  Hanson  suggested  that  volunteer  groups  such 
as  Business  Volunteers  for  the  Arts  might  provide  personnel 
assistance. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  requested  information  on  other  fund-raising 
grants  and  efforts  in  process.   Ms.  Isaacs  noted  looking  into 
the  "City  Arts"  program  of  the  NEA  for  emerging  ethnic  arts  group 
awarded  to  city  agencies  for  technical  assistance;  the  present 
California  Arts  Council  State/Local  Partnership  grant  and  submission 
to  the  NEA's  Design  Arts  for  extension  of  that  service;  the  NEA 
"Local  Arts  Agencies"  grant  possibilities;  meeting  with  Mrs.  Swig 
and  Mrs.  Nemerovski  at  Geborde  Foundation  to  plan  for  consolidated 
development,  a  scheduled  meeting  with  John  Kreidler  of  the  S.F. 
Foundation,  and  the  current  work  to  collect  and  assemble  contingencies 
request  for  the  current  fiscal  year  from  all  the  Commission's 
entities  for  the  Consolidated  Fiscal  Planning  Process.

Civic  Design  and  Visual  Arts  to  study  the  locations.   She 
described  the  factors  in  dtermining  the  best  aesthetic 
placement,  and  submitted  the  attached  sheet.   "I" 

This  gift,  explained  Ms.  Hanson  is  important  in  that  it 
celebrates  the  Centennial  year  of  the  birthday  of  Bolivar. 
On  August  16,  a  meeting  with  Mayor  Feinstein  was  held  to 
ceremonalize  the  event,  with  the  consular  corps  present  from 
most  Latin  American  Countries. 
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Ms.  Hanson  felt  that  the  meetings  with  the  various  agencies, 
DPW,  Bureau  of  Architecture,  Engineering,  Traffic  and 
Conventions  went  remarkably  well,  with  all  considerations 
thoroughly  explored.   These  meeting  helped  good  relationships 
develop  between  them  and  the  Arts  Commission.

Music  Committee:   Commissioner  Fred  Goerner,  reporting  for  Mr.  Alley,  gave 
figures  of  attendance,  income  and  expenses  on  the  1983  Pops 
Concerts  series.   He  noted  that  although  income  was  up,  so  were 
expenses  on  the  series.   About  33,907  was  the  average  attendance 
per  concert,  for  a  total  of  305,000.  There 

is   a  profit  of  $241,000  expected  if  all  bills  are  accounted  for. 
Total  Arts  Commission  profit  would  be  about  $144,000,  slightly 
less  than  the  1982  season  of  $149,000.   Of  this  $7000  was  spent 
for  the  laser  show  and  $1500  for  balloons  released  overhead  on 
"Dance  Night".   The  Committee  wishes  to  spare  such  unnecessary 
expenses  without  sacrificing  excitement  and  ticket  pricing  will 
be  reviewed  also.   A  meeting  with  Symphony  is  scheduled  for 
September  23.   In  general,  the  public  response  for  1983  was 
excellent. 

Airport  Joint  Committee:   Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  the  process 
for  determining  budget  and  the  enrichment  program  for  the  South 
Terminal  of  the  Airport  hks  begun.   Staff  have  worked  out 

procedures  for  administration  as  well  as  staff  contact  between  the  Airports 
And  Arts  commission  staff. 

Changes  in  Committee  membership:   Henry  Hopkins  and  Spaulding 
Taylor  have  been  replaced  by  Jason  Yuen,  airport  engineer,  and 
William  Coblentz,  attorney  and  Airports  Commissioner. 
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Airport  Joint  Committee:   (continued) 

South  Terminal  reconstruction  budget  figure  is  only  $38  million 
and  the  committee  is  hoping  for  a  total  2%  Art  Enrichment.   There 
are  still  funds  remaining  from  the  North  Terminal,  and  the  committee 
is  checking  the  possibilities  of  using  some  of  those  funds  for 
the  South  Terminal . 

Literature  Committee:   Mr  Goerner  reported  that  the  brochure  on  the  Arts 
Commission  which  was  being  written  and  designed  by  volunteers 
from  Crocker  Bank  needed  much  work  and  that  the  process  had  lost 
some  steam.   Copy  needs  rewriting  and  photos  are  required. 

Mr.  Goerner  requested  that  each  Committee  Chair  submit  basic  facts 
describing  the  relevant  Commission  programs,  listing  items  that 
they  wish  included,  and  the  submission  of  photographs  if  possible, 
to  be  mailed  to  his  home  address.

BUSINESS  Mr.  Goerner  deplored  the  anti-semetic  literature  which  the 

Commission  had  received  in  regards  to  the  Holocaust  Sculpture  by 
George  Segal,  calling  it  "scurrilous"  and  "defamotory".

RESOLVED,  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  deplores  the 
Anti-semetism  that  has  been  aroused  by  communications  that  have 
been  sent  by  mail  regarding  the  George  Segal  sculpture.   The  Arts 
Commission  reiterates  that  all  its  decisions  have  been  and  will 
be  made  in  public  meetings. 

Motion  MOVED  by  Commissioner  Goerner  and  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Taliaferro. 

DISCUSSION:   Ms.  Hanson  was  concerned  with  role  of  the  media  in 
perhaps  inflaming  and  sensationalizing.   Mr.  Taliaferro  mentioned 
that  a  suit  is  coming  up  in  court  to  block  installation  of  the 
sculpture.   He  is  concerned  with  vadalism  of  the  work. 
Commissioners  noted  that  the  Holocaust  Committee  is  spending 
considerable  funds  for  site  preparation  and  timing  is  a  factor; 
it  would  be  difficult  to  reject  the  piece  after  all  the  funds  have 
been  spent.   Mr.  Vedensky  noted  that  the  Commission  has  a  restricted 
responsibility,  and  these  are  not  the  Commissions  concerns.

President  Swig  called  the  meeting  to  order  at 
3:00  p.m.

Director  Isaacs  thanked  everyone  for  their 
help  in  her  first  two  months.   It  was  a 
learning  experience. 

The  consolidated  fund-raising  is  turning 
out  to  be  more  than  just  a  fiscal  process; 
it  will  be  a  unifying  process.   Staff  has 
opportunity  to  share  with  each  other 
information  on  their  programs. 

An  Audit  is  in  process,  as  required  by  the 
Charter  when  there  is  a  change  in 
Directors.   This  is  primarily  a  selective 
financial  audit.   However,  one  program 
area  being  audited  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  city's  art  collection,  mandated  by 
the  City  Charter.

Sue  Lynn 
Herrera  has  been  hired  to  fill  the  Clerk 
position,  do  light  typing  and  is  a  bright 
spot  in  the  office,  as  well  as  relief  for 
the  professional  staff.   Interviews  are 
still  going  on  for  the  accountant  position.

COMMITTEE  State  and  Local  Partnership  Program  Committee:   The  process  of  planning 
REPORTS  is  moving  along.   The 

Task  Force  representatives  have  approved  a  final  pre-plan  which  reflects 
a  growing  maturity  of  the  Task  Force.   It  is  a  "plan  to  do  a  plan,"  a  well  thought 
out  administrative  document. 

Budget  proposed:   $80,000.00 

California  Arts  Council  $30,000.00 

San  Francisco  Foundation   ....   20,000.00 

National  Endowment   35,000.00  (now  in  application) 

The  funding  must  be  thought  out  in  terms  of  the  total  funding  picture  of  the  Arts 
Commission.   Commissioner  Nemerovsky  planned  to  discuss  the  NEA  grant  on  her  trip 
to  Washington,  D.C.   Dean  Macris  of  the  Planning  Department  is  supportive,  as  is 
Toby  Rosenblatt. 

Meg  Madden,  Chair  of  the  Task  Force  commented  that  the  report  is  less  "smooth" 
than  the  interim  report  but  that  it  represents  all  viewpoints  and  the  spirit  of 
the  S.F.  Arts  community. 

The  Task  Force  is  working  with  the  Unified  School  District  to  consolidate  arts  delivery. 

Commissioner  Patri  asked  for  a  vote  to  confirm  the  acceptance  of  the  Pre-Plan  by 
the  Arts  Commission. 

RESOLUTION  1983-737:   Acceptance  of  Pre-Plan  presented  by  the  State  and  Local 
Partnership  Program  Committee 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  and  accept  the  Pre- 
Plan  worked  out  the  the  Task  Force  of  the  State  and  Local  Partnership 
Program  Committee. 

MOTION  submitted  by  Commissioner  Patri,  and  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Taliaferro; 

THE  VOTE:   unanimous  approval. 
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The  Commission  commended  Kathiyn  Reasoner  for  her  work  on  this  project. 

Visual  Arts  Program  Committee:   Item  #1,  the  Ray  Patlan  mural,  was  removed  from 

the  Consent  Calendar,  as  Mr.  Patlan  was  present. 
Mrs.  Swig  presented  this  item  for  discussion:   Mr.  Patlan  came  before  the  Arts 
Commission  to  get  final  approval  of  his  12'  x  37'  mural  across  from  the  Galeria 
de  la  Raza,  which  was  passed  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  subject  to  modification. 
There  was  no  challenge  to  the  technique  or  quality  of  the  design  which  incorporates 
photographs  of  people  and  events  of  interest  to  the  community.   However,  the 
Visual  Arts  Committee  recommended  that  both  the  hands  holding  the  paintings  of  the 
photos  be  embracing  rather  than  one  pushing  or  oppressing,  on  the  left  side.   The 
Commission  accepted  the  changed  design  as  presented  by  the  artist  with  both  palms 
facing  upward. 

RESOLUTION  1983-738:   Design  modification/Ray  Patlan  mural/Galeria  de  la  Raza 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  design  modifica- 
tion for  the  mural  by  artist  Ray  Patlan  at  the  Galeria  de  la  Raza. 

MOTION  submitted  by  Commissioner  Alley,  and  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Duncan; 

THE  VOTE :   unanimous  approval . 

Street  Artist  Program  Committee:   Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  Street 

Artists  Committee  holds  hearings  on  street 
artists  license  violations,  but  that  any  street  artist  has  the  right  to  appeal 
in  front  of  the  whole  Commission.   The  "bottom  line"  criteria  is  "You  make  it 
yourself;  you  sell  it  yourself." 

On  May  1,  1983,  Robert  Wild  was  cited  for  selling  goods  he  did  not  make  himself 
and  found  guilty  of  a  first  offense.   He  was  given  a  suspended  penalty  of  a  three 
months  license  suspension.   On  August  24  he  was  found  guilty  of  a  second  offense 
and  was  given  a  one  year  suspension  of  his  license.   Commissioner  Taliaferro 
recommended  that  the  Arts  Commission  suspend  Robert  Wild's  license  for  one  year 
for  this  second  offense. 

Mr.  Robert  Wild  stated  that  he  was  "guilty  as  charged."  But  he  wished  to  explain 
the  events.   He  possessed  $3,000.00  worth  of  cloissone  which  he  expencted  to  sell 
in  a  store,  but  the  store  lost  its  lease,  so  it  was  either  "cheat  or  eat,  or 
starve." 

Discussion:   Dmitri  Vedensky  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  generally 
votes  to  recommend  upholding  the  Street  Artists  Committee  and  artists  are  sent 
on  to  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals,  but  what  happens  to  these  artists? 

Ray  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals  has  always  upheld  recom- 
mendations he  has  been  directly  involved  with,  but  the  Commission  decision  today 
is  not  the  final  step,  as  the  artist  has  the  right  to  appeal  the  decision  within  10 
days.   Findings  can  be  modified  or  reversed. 
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COMMITTEE  REPORTS/Street  Artists:   (continued) 

RESOLUTION  1983-739:   Street  Artists/Craft  Violation  Hearing/Robert  Wild 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  concur  with  and  approve  the 
recommendation  of  the  Committee  to  impose  a  one-year  suspension  of 
license  on  Street  Artist  Robert  Wild. 

MOTION  submitted  by  Commissioner  Taliaferro,  and  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Vedensky; 

THE  VOTE :   unanimous  approval . 

Director  of  the  Street  Artists  program  Howard  Lazar  stated  that  this  is  a  two-part 
violation: 

a.  displaying  items  not  approved; 

b.  displaying  items  which  are  not  hand-made. 

He  noted  this  is  the  standard  penalty;  Mr.  Wild  is  now  under  a  6-week  suspension  to 
November  1  and  the  one  year  suspension  would  start  on  November  2,  1983. 

Mr.  Wild  said  he  wishes  to  keep  his  license,  and  Commissioner  Taliaferro  urged  him 
to  go  before  the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals. 

Mr.  Wild  left  at  this  point. 

Commissioner  Duncan  asked  why  the  Arts  Commission  is  involved  in  this  city  regula- 
tory function,  which  gives  a  negative  image  of  the  Arts  Commission.   Commissioner 
Taliaferro  agreed  it  is  difficult  making  a  negative  finding  against  an  artist.   The 
Street  Artists  Licensing  is  the  only  licensing  not  under  the  Police  Department. 
He  stated  the  street  artists  overwhelmingly  prefer  the  Arts  Commission  to  regulate 
even  though  the  Commission  dislikes  this  "judicial"  responsibility. 

Administrative  action:   Commissioner  Swig  requested  that  the  Commission's  position 
be  placed  in  the  literature  on  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission. 

Moscone  Center  Committee  Report:   Dmitri  Vedensky  stated  that  there  was  no  report 

at  this  time. 

Airport  Joint  Committee  Report:   Dmitri  Vedensky  stated  that  the  logjam  of  items 

is  starting  to  clear.   One  important  issue 
requiring  resolution  regards  the  commission  of  tapestries  by  Mark  Adams.   The  issue 
has  been  with  the  Joint  Committee  for  several  years  and  regards  the  particular 
location  of  the  tapestries  in  the  airport  and  the  price  to  be  paid  for  them.   There 
has  been  a  year  of  debate  of  the  location,  with  no  site  agreed  upon,  and  with  Adam's 
requested  site  refused  with  no  explanation.   Then  Mark  Adams  requested  additional 
payment.   He  had  been  delayed  and  had  to  keep  paying  his  people  even  though  not 
working,  plus  insurance  costs.   Even  if  additional  payment  is  approved,  the  actual 
value  of  the  work  has  increased  between  $40,000.00  and  $60,000.00.   The  city  would 
be  getting  a  great  bargain. 

Commissioner  Swig  inquired  what  the  cost  of  the  tapestries  were  per  square  yard 
which  was  about  $3,000.00.   Mr.  Vedensky  indicated  the  price  today  would  be 
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between  $5,000.00  and  $6,000.00. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  asked  if  the  Arts  Commission  had  made  an  assessment  of 
the  worth  of  works  at  the  airport.   Commissioner  Vedensky  replied  that  an  Airport 
Commissioner  had  commented  that  of  all  the  investments  made  by  the  City,  the  art 
at  the  airport  was  good  as  most  of  the  works  have  greatly  increased  in  value. 

RESOLUTION  1983-740:   Contract  modification/purchase  price  of  Mark  Adams  tapestries 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  a  modification 
of  artist  Mark  Adams  contract  to  reflect  an  increase  of  $13,180.00 
for  the  purchase  of  the  artist's  tapestries. 

MOTION  submitted  by  Commissioner  Vedensky,  and  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Taliaferro; 

THE  VOTE:   unanimous  approval. 

Commissioner  Dmitri  Vedensky  noted  the  Committee  will  now  have  to  resolve  the 
design  problem  with  regard  to  the  location  of  the  tapestries. 

Civic  Design  Committee:   Dmitri  Vedensky  introduced  the  question  of  the  Cable  Car 
turnaround  at  Powell  and  Market  Streets.   Introduced  to  the  Commission  were:   Mr. 
John  Hayes,  Chin  and  Hensolt;  Mr.  Ed  Lawson,  Cable  Car  Committee,  representing 
the  Union  Square  area  retail  organizations;  Mr.  Richard  Hedman,  Planning  Department; 
and  Mr.  Lyn  Pio,  Public  Utilities,  Engineering  Bureau. 

The  lengthy  discussion  that  followed  centered  on  several  concerns: 

Bricks  were  left  out  of  the  paving.   It  was  unclear  whether  the  plans  were  incorrect 
or  this  was  a  contractor's  mistake.   It  is  estimated  that  it  will  take  $50,000.00 
to  correct  this  mistake,  $30,000.00  to  change  the  orders  in  the  plan,  and  $20,000.00 
for  lack  of  salvageable  bricks. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  was  concerned  with  the  relationship  to  the  rest  of  the  design, 
which  was  originally  presented  as  "redoing  the  way  it  was,"  but  noted  there  are 
significant  changes  in  design  of  the  turntable  area,  the  turntable  having  been 
moved.   Mr.  Hayes  explained  the  move  was  for  operational  reasons,  because  the 
turntable  has  been  increased  in  size. 

Mr.  Lawson 's  concern  was  not  having  seen  these  plans,  no  discussion  of  the  alternatives 
concrete  vs.  brick  and  granite.   Not  replacing  the  brick  design  would  be  a  "terrible 
mistake."  His  interest  was  in  preserving  this  part  of  the  Market  Street  Plan.   He 
saw  no  City  liability  and  thought  the  error  should  not  be  allowed  to  slip  by  if 
the  contractor  or  designer  made  a  mistake.   He  reported  that  Lawrence  Halperin  thought 
the  brick  should  break  at  the  top  of  the  block  as  it  did  before,  and  not  be 
continuous  concrete. 

Mr.  Vedensky  was  concerned  about  the  building  line  being  too  close  to  the  turntable. 
The  worst  position  would  be  two  feet  away,  the  best  three  feet  away.  Also 
discussed  was  the  design  and  placement  of  the  light  poles. 

After  considerable  discussion  it  was  recommended  that  this  matter  be  returned  to 
the  Civic  Design  Committee  for  more  information. 
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Finance  Committee:   Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  had 
met  to  consider  bills  remaining  from  the  1983  Arts  Festival  which  required  payment. 
The  total  of  $31,268.39  remained  as  a  deficit  which  was  brought  to  the  Committee 
by  Director  Isaacs  to  vote  for  payment.   The  major  portion  of  this  deficit,  about 
$23,000.00,  was  a  bill  from  Holzmueller  for  staging,  lighting,  sound,  and  fabrica- 
tion of  the  decorative  elements  at  Pier  w,  this  bill  constituting  one-half  of  the 
total  Holzmueller  bill.   Of  this,  $8,000.00  is  expected  back  from  Fort  Mason  for 
payment  of  their  share  of  the  fabricated  design  elements.   Director  Isaacs  has 
requested  that  these  bills  be  paid  from  the  Performing  Arts  Fund.   Other  options 
have  been  explored  with  the  Controller's  Office,  but  since  the  bills  were  not 
approved  there  would  be  difficulties.  The  current  funds  for  the  Arts  Festival  are 
not  sufficient  to  cover  the  deficit  and  would  leave  nothing  for  the  1984  festival. 
The  Friends  of  the  Arts  have  no  funds  remaining,  having  paid  off  many  other 
festival  bills. 

During  discussion  it  was  understood  that  this  deficit  was  anticipated  as  income 
was  lower  than  expected,  as  was  attendance.   The  question  of  why  Holzmueller's 
firm  was  used  instead  of  the  Technical  services  at  SOMAR  was  raised  and  it  was 
believed  the  decision  was  made  based  on  the  kind  and  scope  of  equipment  available. 
Director  Isaacs  requested  that  the  payment  be  approved  so  the  procedures  could 
go  forward,  due  to  the  lateness  of  payment.   The  Finance  Committee  members  present, 
Commissioners  Alley,  Goerner,  Taliaferro,  and  Duncan,  said  they  approved  but 
recommended  more  care  next  year  to  not  go  over  budget.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program:   Commissioner  Duncan  complimented  Anne  Marie  Theilen,  the 

new  Director  of  NAP,  for  a  good  job  and  a  smooth 
transition,  with  good  support  from  Debrenia  Himes.   The  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  Expansion  Arts  grant  is  to  be  submitted  next  month  and  is  now  being  written.

Cultural  Center.   It  is  planned  to  move  the  meetings  around  to  different  centers.

Institute  in  New  York  thanking  the  Commission,  noting  the  20th  International 
Theatre  Congress  in  East  Berlin  approves  the  project.

It  was  hosted 
by  the  company  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  presided  over  by  Mayor  Dianne 
Feinstein. ) 

NEW       Meg  Madden,  Chair  of  the  State  and  Local  Partnership  Program's  Task 
BUSINESS   Force,  noted  that  the  City  Planning  Commission  has  just  released  its 

DOWNTOWN  Master  Plan.   A  1%  for  art  acquisition  is  recommended  for 
private  development  in  that  plan.   She  belongs  to  a  group  advocating  %   for  art, 
and  hopes  to  expand  the  definition  of  arts  to  include  not  only  acquisition  but 
also  artists'  spaces,  both  living  space  and  theatre  space.   She  hopes  the  Com- 
mission will  consider  this  an  appropriate  role,  and  testimony  is  now  under  way.

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COMMITTEE  REPORTS/Street  Artists:   (continued) 

includes  cassette  recordings  embodying  music  written  or  arranged  by  the  artist  and 
performed  by  him  or  her  with  others"  (Opionion  83-61) . 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  that  the  Committee  finds  that  the  City  Attorney's 
opinion  raises  more  questions  than  it  answers,  and  will  ask  for  another  opinion  from 
the  City  Attorney.   Beyond  this,  Bay  Area  Lawyers  for  the  Arts  will  be  asked  to 
review  the  language  of  the  legislation  and  the  opinion  and  to  mediate  discussion  on 
the  matter  at  a  public  meeting  of  the  Committee  (time  and  place  as  yet  to  be  set). 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  concluded  that  he  and  the  Committee  hoped,  with  the  best 
advice  possible,  to  make  a  recommendation  regarding  this  matter  to  the  Arts  Commis- 
sion at  its  January  meeting. 

Mr.  Alan  Hoffman   came  forward  to  address  the  Commissioners  on  behalf  of  his  client, 
Phil  Lawrence  Curatola,  over  whom  the  question  in  hand  has  been  raised.   Mr.  Hoffman 
indicated  that  his  client  was  told  by  the  Committee  that  he  would  have  to  await 
approval  of  the  City  Attorney  before  a  positive  determination  could  be  made  on 
certifying  his  selling  his  recorded  performances  on  the  City's  streets.   In  light  of 
the  City  Attorney's  opinion,  Mr.  Hoffman  appealed  to  the  Commission  to  immediately 
certify  the  selling  of  his  client's  recorded  performances.   Mr.  Hoffman  noted  that 
his  client  was  being  deprived  of  a  selling  opportunity  during  the  upcoming  Christmas 
season  by  the  inaction  of  the  Arts  Commission.   Mr.  Hoffman  further  noted  that  the 
Commission's  tendency  toward  prudence  in  this  particular  matter  was  denying  equity 
to  his  client;  that  such  a  delay  represents  a  denial  of  certification  of  his  client; 
and  that  inaction  on  the  part  of  the  Commission  in  this  matter  will  be  appealed  to 
the  Board  of  Permit  Appeals. 

In  conclusion,  Commissioner  Nemerovski  indicated  that  the  current  City  Attorney's 
opinion  allows  the  Commission  to  certify  the  selling  of  cassette  recordings — but  does 
not  require  it  to  do  so.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  reiterated  that  the  Committee  will 
attempt  to  reach  a  determination  regarding  this  matter  at  an  upcoming  public  meeting. 
President  Swig  closed  discussion  on  the  matter  at  this  time.

VICE-PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 


Holocaust  Memorial:   Vice-President  Vedensky  noted  receipt  of  a  letter  from 
the  Art  Committee  for  Public  Hearings  on  the  Holocaust  Memorial.   He, pointed 
out  that  the  Art  Commission  is  the  body  which  accepts  the  gift  and  judges  its 
aesthetic  merit,  which  it  did.   The  Commission  was  not  responsible  for  the 
competition  and  can  only  judge  the  results  of  the  competition,  which  it  did, 
judging  them  to  be  aesthetically  satisfactory.   In  response  to  any  inquiries, 
there  is  thus  no  way  in  which  the  Art  Commission  can  reopen  the  competition.. 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT: 

Personnel:   The  Director  announced  the  appointment  of  the  1984  Art  F'estival 
Director,  Nancy  Wells  London.   Ms.  London  has  worked  with  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts  organizing  their  advisory  panels,  as  well  as  with  Mrs.  Joan 
Mondale,  and  has  organized  fundraisers  on  the  east  and  west  coasts.   She  is 
welcomed  and  is  already  on  the  job,  planning  for  1984. 

Art  F'estival  Roundtable:   A  successful  meeting,  held  on  November  22  at  the 
Fairmont  Hotel  with  participation  by  staff,  Commissioners,  and  some  community 
representatives,  helped  clear  away  lingering  questions  over  the  1983  Festival, 
The  base  of  the  1984  Festival  will  be  broadened  to  include  wider  community 
participation.   Emphasis  is  on  improvement  and  expansion  of  last  summer's 
framework. 


Commission  Secretary:   Mr.  Peter  Fries'  last  day  was  November  29.   A  good  poten- 
tial applicant  has  been  interviewed  and  papers  have  been  filed  to  arrange 
a  transfer.  > 
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Accountant :   It  has  been  difficult  to  find  an  applicant  to  accept  the  position, 
as  the  job  has  a  broad  range  of  duties  and  levels  of  responsibility  for  the 
classification.   If  an  accountant  cannot  be  taken  off  the  Civil  Service  list 
before  its  expiration,  the  Director  will  seek  a  temporary  accountant  from' outside. 
However,  interviews  are  continuing. 

Assistant  Director:   A  number  of  interviews  have  taken  place  and  it  is  hoped  a 
decision  can  be  reached  soon. 

Consolidated  Fiscal  Plan:   Meetings  have  been  held  with  7  different  potential 
corporate  and  foundation  funders .   More  will  take  place  on  Commissioner  Swig's 
return  in  late  December.   The  meetings  have  been  cordial,  and  the  Commission's 
new  consolidated  profile  and  sequential  approach  have  been  well  received. 
Roundtable  XI,  on  the  Consolidated  Plan,  will  be  held  at  3:30  pm.,  December  22, 
in  the  Commission  Gallery,  followed  by  a  holiday  party  for  the  Commission  family.

Civic  Design  Committee:   Commissioner  Vedensky 

2.   Justin  Herman  Plaza:   Safety  Commissioner  Vedensky  report'ed  that  the  area 
leading  up  to  and  away  from  the  Korean  sculpture  in  the  Justin  Herman  Plaza 
presents  a  safety  risk  during  wet  weather,  as  the  marble  is  highly  polished 
and  is  extremely  slippery  when  wet.   He  noted  that  there  is  one  lawsuit 
pending  against  the  City,  and  is  afraid  that  more  may  arise  as  the  weather 
becomes  worse. 

The  Commission  discussed  looking  into  this  problem  to  alleviate  this  risk 
factor.  Suggestions  were  made  for  change,  including  texturing  the  marble 
so  that  it  is  not  so  slippery.

DISCUSSION 


Item  5,  Authorization  for  Art  Commission  Director  to  review  Gallery  exhibits  and 
approve  them,  except  for  those  of  a  sensitive  or  controversial  nature. 

Initiated  by  J.  Nemorovski  re  item  5  removed  from  Consent  Calendar: 
Commissioner  Hanson  explained  the  previously  accepted  policy  of  approving 
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an  exhibition.   She  commented  that  some  exhibitions  are  not  of  a  controver- 
sial nature,  yet  they  still  must  go  through  this  very  long  series  of  appro- 
vals.  She  further  commented  that  this  process  sometimes  impeded  progress  and 
consumed  a  large  amount  of  staff  time.   She  states  that  Ms.  Isaacs,  the 
Director  of  Cutural  Affairs,  has  a  background  in  the  Visual  Arts  and,  as 
such,  would  be  qualified  to  approve  gallery  exhibitions .   Exhibitions  of  a 
sensitive  or  controversial  nature  would  come  before  the  full  Commission  for 
approval.   J.  Nemorovski  pointed  out  the  arbitrary  definition  of  the  word 
'sensitive'  and  said  that  the  Commission  should  not  adopt  a  policy  to  remedy 
the  exhibition  approval  policy,  rather  it  should  look  to  avoid  this  in  the 
future  by  scheduling  exhibitions  with  enough  lead  time  so  that  the  necessary 
approvals  may  be  obtained. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  commented  that  the  time  would  come  when  it  would  be 
unweieldly  to  wait  and  go  through  this  process. 

Commissioner  Hanson  spoke  of  the  need  for  flexibility  to  allow  the  Director 
to  make  decisions  and  take  action  when  necessary.  John  McCaron,  the  Acting 
Director  of  the  Arts  Commission  Callery,  stated  that  a  draft  of  exhibitions 
for  the  following  year  lias  been  prepared  and  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
being  reviewed  by  the  Gallery  Exhibition  Committee. 

ACTION:   This  item  was  referred  back  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for 
further  discussion. 


Civic  Design  Committee,  continued: 

1.   Consideration  of  design  for  site  of  Memorial  to  Holocaust  sculpture  in 
Lincoln  Park  (submitted  by  landscape  architectural  firm  of  Royston, 
Hanamoto,  Alley  fT  Abey, 

Mr.  Asa  Hanamoto  of  Royston,  Hanamoto,  Alley  tj  Abey  reported  on  the 
proposed  site  for  the  George  Segal  memorial  sculpture.   He  presented 
photographs  and  architectural  drawings  of  the  site  and  reported  that: 

The  site  proposed  is  adjacent  to  the  California  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  off  the  curve  of  the  El  Camino  del  Mar  Road. 

The  elevation  will  be  decreased  in  relation  to  the  pad  elevation, 
allowing  the  sculpture  to  be  viewed  from  above.   The  vertical 
figure  of  the  sculpture  will  be  visible  from  the  roadway  and  will 
be  easily  visible  to  patrolling  security  cars. 

Existing  foliage  will  be  maintained  and  additional,  similar 
foliage  will  be  placed  as  needed. 

The  existing  vehicle  roadway  will  be  narrowed  from  72'  to  58', 
in  order  to  avoid  a  straight  drop  in  the  road. 

Stairs  and  railing  will  be  installed  and  ramps  will  be  made  for 
handicap  accessibility.   Seating  areas  will  also  be  installed. 
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DISCUSSION 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  that  the  area  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  is  designed 
on  a  formal,  symmetrical  scale.   She  questioned  the  necessity  of  reducing 
the  width  of  the  roadway,  and  noted  that  dense  traffic  often  requires  the 
full  width  of  the  existing  road.   She  stated  that  a  reduction  in  scale  will 
throw  the  symmetry  of  the  area  off  balance. 

Commissioner  Hanson  also  questioned  whether  the  opposite  roadway  would  be 
modified  in  order  to  balance  out  the  area. 

Mr.  Ilanamoto  replied  that,  as  concerns  his  project,  it  would  not. 

Commissioner  Patri  requested  that  the  plans  be  developed  in  sections  and 
submitted  at  the  time  of  the  next  review. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  stated  that  the  grades  should  be  modified  to  soften 
the  angles  of  the  curves. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  also  stated  that  the  site  was  well  considered  as  it 
would  be  a  private,  contemplative  area  in  which  to  view  the  sculpture, 
lie  noted  that,  by  its  privacy,  those  who  did  not  wish  to  view  the  sculp- 
ture would  not  have  to.

Finance  Committee:   Jackie  Nemorovski 

In  regard  to  the  financing  of  the  upcoming  Art  Gallery  exhibition, 
"  Controversial  Public  Art",  the  Finance  Committee  met  with  members  of 
the  Gallery  Advisory  Committee.   NO  vote  was  taken  due  to  lack  of  a 
quorum,  and  because  Commissioner  Nemorovski  felt  there  were  larger 
problems  that  the  whole  Commission  should  address. 

At  Commission  President  Swig's  request  at  the  November  7,  1983  Commission 
meeting,  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  and  Gallery  staff  and  the  Director 
met  with  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  to  acquaint  her  with  the  nature  of  this 
exhibition.   It  was  reported  that  the  meeting  went  well,  with  the  mayor 
being  satisfied  of  the  educational  intention  of  the  show. 

General  concern  was  expressed  that  the  funding  for  the  exhibition  did  not 
take  into  account  the  fact  that  funds  are  very  low  for  the  Gallery's  basic 
operation  and  the  Gallery  might  actually  be  closed  before  the  exhibition 
could  open. 

The  San  Francisco  Foundation  was  expected  to  fund  the  Gallery  for  two  years, 
according  to  previous  understanding.   However,  Claire  Isaacs  and  Mary 
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Kill  ion,  Executive  Director,  Friends  of  the  Arts,  visited  the  Foundation 
and  learned  that  no  request  for  second-year  funding  had  been  submitted  by 
the  Gallery,  and  that  the  funding  cycle  was  missed,  and  no  funds  for  arts 
would  be  available  until  June  30,  1984.  Where  the  Gallery  Advisory  Board 
understood  that  the  Commission  would  request  funding  for  the  full-time 
director  position  during  1983/84  for  1984/85,  the  records  showed  that  the 
request  should  have  been  made  in  1982/83  for  the  current  year. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  matter  of  authorizing  the  exhibition, 
based  on  the  Gallery  Advisory  Board's  ability  to  raise  funds  for  it,  was 
put  to  the  vote:

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  exhibition  of 
"Controversial  Public  Art"  in  Spring  1984,  at  the  Art  Commission  Gallery, 
with  funds  of  $19,000  to  be  raised  by  the  Gallery  Advisory  Board.

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  plans  to  review  the  current  programming  of  the 
Julian  Theatre,  Intersection,  and  Capp  Street,  because,  in  years  past, 
they  were  granted  NAP  funds  specifically  to  assist  them  in  coming  up  to 
code  requirements. 

Director  Isaacs  is  planning  to  meet  with  Fire  Chief  Emmet  Condon  to 
discuss  how  the  Art  Commission  and  Eire  Department  might  work  together 
to  assist  small  theatres.

Considerations  for  locating  the  equestrain  statue  of  Simon  Bolivar 

(1)  in  .mid-block  on  Fulton  Street,  between  Hyde  and  Larkin  Streets 

(2)  on  the  axis  from  United  Nations  Plaza  to  City  Hall. 


The  charge  fliven  to  the  Art  Commission:  To  locate  the  sculpture,  prefer- 
ably in  the  Civic  Center  area. 

The  above  site  is  chosen  to  unify  and  strengthen  tho  Civic  Center  by 
strengthening  the  City  Hall  axis  from  Market  Street  (United  Nations 
Plaza)  to  City  Hall. 

1.  This  is  the  most  important  line  in  the  Civic  Center.  Presently, 
the  Pulton  Street  block  fails  to  sustain  the  axis,  weakening  the  Civic 
Center  design. 

2.  Placed  in  mid-block,  this  imposing  sculpture  will  link  the  block 
into  the  axis,  carrying  the  movement  of  the  axis  from  Market  Street  to 
City  Hall. 

3.  Tills  is  a  positive  step  toward  fulfilling  the  Civic  Center 
muster plan,  which  calls  for  this  axis  to  be  a  strong,  grand  progression 
from  United  Nations  Plaza  to  City  Hall. 

/+.  The  mid-block  location  also  conforms  to  the  intersecting  axis 
of  the  public  Library  architecture  and  design.  The  Civic  Center  master- 
plans  show  the  intention  of  a  mid-block  intersecting  axis. 

5.  Tho  mid-block  location  establishes  a  symmetry  which  is  harmonious 
with  the  design  and  architecture  of  the  Civic  Center.  Tho  classically- 
derived  architecture  of  tho  Civic  Center  is  based  on  symmetry  and  symmetri- 
cal harmony, 

6.  Our  Civic  Center  is  unique  among  American  cities  and  should  be 
cherished  and  protected.  It  is  truly  exceptional  and  grand  -  an  outstanding 
feat  of  architecture  and  design.  This  opportunity  to  strengthen  and  con- 
firm its  design  is  valuable, 

7.  The  sculpture  is  of  a  style  and  grandeur  appropriate  to  the  Civic 
Center.  The  original  artist  was  a  well-established  Italian  sculptor  active 
incommemorative  sculpture  in  both  England  and  Italy  in  the  -socnrWUJialf  of- 

///,c/  4$Kri9th  century. 

Otlior  considerations  in  placement  of  the  sculpture  concern  traffic 
management,  parking,  truck  movement  and  storage,  and  safety.  Representa- 
tives from  the  Convention  Bureau  and  United  Exposition  Service  Company  havo 
stated  that  they  can  manage  with  this  location,  Mr,  William  Marconi,  Bureau 
of  Engineers,  has  expressed  his  willingness  to  work  out  capable  management 
of  traffic  flow  and  truck  storage,  Barry  Vonhungengroth,  Bureau  of  Archi- 
tects, expressed  satisfaction  with  the  location.
